MEDICAL MANUAL 


The Home Bureau, Hebrew Sheltering Guardian 
Society, New York City, has drawn mimeographed 
form most comprehensive forty-seven-page manual 
for its medical department. addition analyzing 
the program detail, outlines very specifically the 
duties the various staff members and the dovetailing 
responsibilities.

Particularly vivid are the 
section Orthopedic Conditions and Part III, which 
deals with the needs infants. 

Miss Mary Boretz, Executive Director the 
Home Bureau, calls attention the fact that the work 
predicated the policy that the final responsibility 
for all service, medical and otherwise, rests with the 
social work administration. The medical work 
advisory and this has formed the basis very 
satisfactory working relationship.

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REPORT AMERICAN LEGION 
VACATIONS

Editor’s Note: 

During the last two years many communities the 
volunteer has been assuming increasingly important 
role and increasingly—under direction. The following 
project worked out the American Legion Cleveland 
under the guidance social agency very definite 
step ahead fresh-air programs earlier years. 


Early May, 1932, the Cleveland Press became 
interested summer vacation plans for some the 
underprivileged children the city. Because the 
limited camping facilities due the serious financial 
situation the Community Fund, many youngsters 
would have had opportunity get away from their 
crowded city homes. The Press asked the advice 
Areson, Executive Secretary the Humane 
Society, working out plan for placing children 
private families for two weeks’ vacation. felt 
that such project should only attempted under 
the sponsorship some existing organization with 
enthusiastic workers behind who could give the plan 
the kind intelligent leadership that needed. The 
American Legion was approached and agreed that this 
would fine piece work undertake, and organi- 
zation the plan was then begun under the direction 
the Child Welfare Committee the Cuyahoga 
Council the American Legion. Mr. Areson felt 
that this plan should not attempted without social 
service direction, and agreed lend one the 
supervisors from his staff take care the technical 
end the work. 

The Legion organized Medical Committee under the 
direction able pediatrician examine all the 
children prior placement, and through the various 
Auxiliaries the County untiring corps workers 
provide transportation for the children. 

also organized Central Committee which made 
numerous trips the local posts the outlying 
districts explain the plan and obtain cooperation. 
With the help the publicity given the plan the 
Press, this Committee was responsible for the enthu- 
siasm created the surrounding communities, and 
exerted continued effort that gave the plan renewed 
vigor the summer progressed. 

Under the direction the social worker, invitation 
blank was worked out, which was signed the host 
and hostess inviting the children into their home. 
the family set-up and the physical equipment 
the home. also indicated the age, sex and religion 
the children the family wished entertain, well 


the time they wished have the children 
them. Each home was investigated the 
the local Post, someone acting for him, and the 
home was considered for use only after his 
and written recommendation and that the family 
physician had been received. 

similar blank was worked for the children 
sent out. All these children were taken from 
families active with the Associated Charities, and the 
individual case workers sent brief stories the 
family situations, that the social worker could 
select the children who needed vacation most, 
well those who, from the brief information given, 
seemed have personalities which would enable them 
make prompt adjustment new situation. The 
applications were limited children between the ages 
six and fourteen. 

The first children were sent out June 13th. Some 
left every week after that and including August Ist, 

Thirty-one the homes came result the work 
the local posts. the forty-four 
twenty-eight entertained two children; and one enter. 
tained three children. One the families who took 
two boys was colored, the invitation coming through 
newspaper publicity. 

These forty-four families entertained fifty-nine chil- 
dren. these, twenty-one were boys (two them 
colored) and thirty-eight were girls. Many the 
families asked for children younger than could 
place with them, but most instances there was 
criticism from the families because sent them chil- 
dren older than they had invited. 

Unfortunately was not always possible place 
children homes their own religious faith because 
the majority the families inviting children were 
Protestant, whereas most the children placed 
were Catholic. All Catholic homes were given 
children, but many instances was necessary 
send Catholic children Protestant homes. 
thirty-two Catholic children were placed 
seven Protestant children. Forty-eight the fifty- 
nine children placed stayed the designated two weeks. 
Seven came back less than the designated time and 
four were entertained for longer than the two weeks’ 
period. The number children placed not very 
imposing, but when transposed into days’ 
care given, some the real importance the plan 
can seen. These fifty-nine children were given 
eight hundred and twelve days, one hundred and 
sixteen weeks free care their hosts through this 
vacation plan the Legion. 

stated above, all children were given physical 
examinations before they were sent out. Seventy-four 
children were examined, thirty-one these having 
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preliminary and final examination. these 


isit 
der children examined, fifty-nine were placed, 
the were rejected the physician, and there were 
four for whom homes were available. 


addition the physical examination departure, 
most the children were weighed their return. 
the fifty-one who were given this check-up, thirty- 
eight had gained, five had remained the same, and 


eight had lost weight. The gains recorded were from 
the six pounds. Those who lost weight were all 
older boys, who probably ran off what they might 


otherwise have gained. All the children looked 
ynusually healthy and happy their return.

Early organization the local Posts should 
begun next year, and they should asked take 
more responsibility searching out the homes their 
communities which might take children. The expe- 
rience this year has proven that the best results were 
obtained when the local committees assumed the 
greatest responsibility. 

The Auxiliary this year was limited assisting 
with the transportation the children, which task 
performed most admirably. would seem, however, 
that the Auxiliary should drawn much more inti- 
mately into the scheme with great profit and instead 
limiting its activities driving the children, 
might share with the Legion the responsibility 
searching out homes and investigating invitations. 

This was difficult year for any new project 
undertaken, and fewer children were placed than was 
first hoped. But the pleasure afforded the children, 
addition the physical improvement they showed, 
convincing evidence that the project was worth 
while and that the first year was success.
